Although deliberate lying, mis- 
representing the facts of the case, 
and tendencies to “make believe,’’ 
sometimes with marked elabora- 
tions, are extremely common in 
children, these deviations from ab- 
solute truth are much less well de- 
fined as abnormal conduct than 
Stealing. Lying is almost univer- 
sally connected with stealing as a 
means of defense, an effort on the 
part of the child to avoid the hu- 
miliation of confession and subse- 
quent punishment. It is exactly 
what one would expect the child to 
do in his effort to protect himself. 
Successful lying which goes unde- 


tected gives the child, consciously 
or unconsciously, a sense of power 


and satisfaction owing to the fact 
that he has attained his end by his 


effort. This is especially true with 
the group of misrepresentations 


that are consciously utilized to 
cover up other misdemeanors. 

The most vicious type of lying is 
that usually prompted by jealousy 
or by resentment toward members 
of the family or intimate acquaint- 
ances. This might be termed sian- 
derous lying, the object of which ts 
to misrepresent or place in an wun- 
comfortable situation the individual 
about whom the les are told. 

less offensive and not particular- 
ly serious is the lying of the child 
who is inclined to “put himself 
across’’ in a big way by <xaggrerat- 
ing his achievements. Fabrications 
which tend to reflect to the credit 
of-the child are norma! mental 
processes in early life. Many chil- 
dren live in a make-believe world, 
and parents are apt to interpret 
the child’s descriptions of his dream 
world as deliberate lying. But the 
whole motive is quite different, and 
except for making the chi'd under- 
stand that he is not dealing with 
the real world and that everyone to 
whom he tells the tales understands 


that fact too, nothing need be
